garden

This is the time of year
when the shortened day and
cooler nights make one feel
that the plants and soil do
not need to be watered. But
unless we do have unexpects
ed rains, your watering pro-
gram should be continued
until real winter rains begin.

tilizing, preferably with a fer-

This is also the time when
you may find ants appearing
after you thought you had
them under control, Chlor-
dane or Dieldrin will take
care of them, Spray directly
on the nests and along runs
where they are traveling.
